{Public Schools and Their 


‘ 


By THE BISHOP OF NoRWicH. Critics.

WE schools have, broken up, 
and thousands of parents 
ure. wondering how thelr ‘boys will 
shape when they xo to a public 
school forthe first time after the 
holidnys.. oo 
i may frankly confess that I 
think that there Is a conalderable 
number of boys who do not profit 
by being,sent to a public school. 
There are boys-whose minds 
and dispositions do not run along 
the Hines marked out by the ays- 
tem. For it must be remembered 
that, though the programme of 


teaching is fur more elastic than. 


it was in yours gone by, there are 
atill many boys whom It does not 
fit. . 


There are also those whose 
tastes do not conform to the 
games which they tre expected to 
play; they would prefer a greater 
freedom in their lelaure pursuits: 


I am not ‘batittHng the sports- 
manship that boys tearn through 
their games; the spirit of give- 
and-take and of team-work is a 
great acquisition for the realities 
of life. Moreover, when not cir- 
rjed too far, the tatk about games 
is a useful antidote to undeslrable 
topics of conversation. 


But there are boys who do not 
tnke any Interest in ynmes. 
There is no point. in forcing boys 
inte « community in which their 
bent for work or play can never 
be at homie. 


Dead Languages 


CERTAINLY consider that the 
educational value of . these 
sumes in our English schools is 
great! 1 remember in years gone 
by a visit from a foreigner of in. 
telligence who came to learn all 
that he could about the ways of 
our public schoola with a view to 
atarting one in his own country. 


I think 1 am quite just in re- 
xretting that he would pay no at- 
tention to the games. Perhaps 
this would ‘be different now. 


The curriculum in our schools 
has become more and more diver- 
sified. This fs one of the many 
cases where. people who have not 
kept up with changes that have 
been made imagine that nothing 
has been altered since the days 
within their own memory. 

Many years ago I was attend- 
ing a school .prize-day in the com- 
pany of a ‘public man, who, in a 
friendly manner, told me before, 


"| hand that. his speech would shock 


me 

I listened to hear whit was com- 
ing, und he only sensibly urged 
the importance of boys being 
taught Spanish, for il was the key 
language in South American, com- 
merce! He also very. sensibly 
protested against all boys being 
taught two dead languages, Greek 
and Latin. ; 

Here 1 knew he was behind the 
times in his criticism; for some 
twenty years before, when 1 be- 
came a headmaster, | had found 
that already only nbout one boy 
In four in the school was learn- 
ing Greek, . 

Fewer still learn ‘Greek now; 
onty those, probably; who will be 
able to advance so fardn the study 
of it as to get beyond the dry and 
dull grammar of the langunyge and 
reach the point where they will be 


able to apprecinte the magnificent

UBLIC achools, like. ‘other 

inatitutions, can and should 
profit ‘by’ criticism, As soon na 
any system fs self-satisfied that it 
is perfect it will lose its vigour 
und fall back. There is, however, ° 
no doubt that they stand high 
in public esteem to-day. 

When I wna on achoolmaater 
there were not-enough boys te go 
round go ax to fill all the great 
schools. Now the pressure of 
numbers ja so great that it is dif- 
ficult ‘to yet any boy into one of 
them un]ess his nome has been put 
down for many years, and ‘even 
then he has almost a competitive 
examination to pasa: 


This pressure. is, I think, due to 
two Chitgs. First, it arises from 
the money in the country being 
more evenly distributed: while the 
families which akvaya did send 
their sons to the public schools 
continue to do so. (“I look upon 
the sending of my boy to Eton as 
a firat charge upon, the estate” 
hna been said by, more than one 
father.) .New families can ow 
afford the expense. 

In the war the mublic-schoo! 
boys won a general admiration. 
If it was true that “the war was 
won by the second Heutenanty,” it 
was also largely true that those 
accond Heutenants came from the 
public schools. .

TT. particular subjects + that 
they had mastered there help- 
ed many of them. But they were 
all equipped for the calls of those 
exacting days by the general tone 
of their schools, In.‘these little 
“states” lenderahip is acquired 
through the generous exercise of 
responaibility by the elder boys.
